ARTICLE 1. 

I. — This Association sliall bu stylod tic New Oeleans 
Academy op Sciemcbs ; and its sole object shall be the advancement 
of Science, properly so called, in all its various departments. 

Sec. 2. — The Academy may, in ftccovdanoe with the powers con- 
ferred hy its Charter, establish Leotureshipa in the various Sciences, 
and also a Library and a Museum, whenever its funds shall admit.

Sec. 2. — The members shall be >ityled Fellows, Corresponding 
Members, and Hunurarj- Memburs, of the New Orleans Academy 
of Sciences. 

Sec. 3.— Every candidate for membership of the Academy, shall be 
proposed in writing, by three Fellows at least ; he shall receive a 
unanimous vote, except in the case of a single negative to be provided 
for in the By-Laws ; and shall possess the proper moral qualifications : 
it heiag provided, that, no person shall be eligible to membership until 
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he shall have given proof of his devotion to Science or Literature, by 
some act of genuine liberality for their advancement, or by the produc- 
tion of a paper oa some Scientific or Literary subject. Nominations 
for membership must lie on the table for one month before a vote can 
be taken thereon. 

Sec. 4. — Gentlemen occupying high positions in the Scientific 
world, both in this and in other countries, may be elected Honorary 
Members, or Corresponding Members, by a unanimous vote of the 
Academy. 

Sec. 5. — Honorary members shall have all the privileges of the 
Academy escept tie right of voting and of holding office. 

Sec. 6. — Corresponding members shall have aU the privileges of the 
Academy escept the right of voting and of holding office ; and in case 
of their becoming citizens of New Orleans or vicinity, shall be 
entitled to Fellowship. It being provided, that any Fellow, removing 
permanently from the city shall, at bis option, and on giving doe 
notice to the Academy, become a Corresponding Member. 

Sec. 7. — Any member may be espelled for cause, after due hearing 
and investigation, by a two-thirds vote of the Academy in executive 

ARTICLE III. 

Section 1- — The Officers of the New Orleans Academy of Sciences, 
shall consist of a President, two Vice Presidents, a Corresponding 
Secretary, a Recording Secretary, a Registrar, a Treasurer, a Librarian, 
and two Curators ; all of whom shall be elected annually. 

ARTICLE IV. 
.^lEETJNGSi QUORTJUJ. 

SECTIO^f !.■ — Tlie Academy shall meet at such time and place as 
may be fixed by the By-Laws. 

Sec. 2. — Seven Fellows entitled to vote shall constitute a quorum 
for the election of officers and new membeii ; for changing the 
Constitution or By-Laws, as hereinafter provided ; and for the 
appropriation of money. Five Fellows shall constitute a quorum 
for all other business. 

ARTICLE T. 

Section 1. — The fee for initiation shall invariably bo paid by every 
Fellow elect, at the time of signing the Constitution ; and said fee 
shall be annually fised by the Academy. 
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Sec. 2. — All oioneys in tlie Treasury stall be appropriated to 
Soientiiic mid other purposes conneeted with the adYaucement of the 
Academy. 

Sec. 3. — No money shall be dra\vn from the Treasury except in 
accordance with a Eesolution of the Academy, on on ordev signed by 
the Pi'eeident and oountersigned by the Eegistrw. 



ARTICLE VI. 



Sectios 1. — Any By-Laws may bo made, not inconsistent with this 
Constitution ; whioli By-Laivs may be repealed or amended at any 
regular monthly meeting, by a vote of two-thirds of the Pellowa 
present ; but said By-Laws may be temporarily suspended at any 
meeting by a two-thirds vote. 

Sec. 2. — This Constitution shall be altered or amencled only at a 
regular monthly meeting, and by a unanimous vote of aU the Fellows 
present, A motion to amend must be in writing and lie on the table 
for one month, during which time it shall be kept p€(sted on the 
Bulletin boai-d in the hall of the Academy by the Registrar. 
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BY-LAWS. 



AETICLE I. 

BISECTION OV OFFICERS. 

Sbctiok 1. — The annual election of officers shall be lieltl at the first 
meeting of March of each year ; but vacancies may be filled, at any 
other rnoutHj raoetiug. 

Sec. 2. — The Ballot shall be with ptipor Ballots and a majority shall 

Sec. 3.— No ITcllow who may be in arreora for dues, shall bo 
entitled to vote, unless by special vesohitioc of the Academy. 
ARTICLE n. 

DtTIEg OF OFFICERS. 

Sectioh 1. — The Peesidebt shall preside at all the meetings of 
the Academy ; shall have a casting Tote ia case of a tie and not 
otherwise, except in the election of new memberB, and on amendments 
of the Constitution ; and shall deliver an annual address before the 
Academy at its last meeting in February. 

Sbo. 2. — The Vice Presidents shall perform the duties cf the 
President in case of his absence. 

Sec. 3. — The Cokkbsponding SECEEiARy shall conduct the cor- 
respondence of the Academy ; and shall preserve copies of all his 
communicatioEa In a boolr kept for the pui'poae. 

Sec. 4. — The EecoroinG Secketary shall keep the minutes of tho 
Scientific proceedings of the Academy, and shall issue notices for 
■special Scientific meetings. He shall also keep a register in which he 
shall cause to be entered the names of all vjsitors to the Academy. 

It shall be his duty to report all business which may be transacted 
at the weekly meetings of the Academy, to the Registrar, for incor- 
poration with the executive minutes. 

Sec. 5. — The EBGieTRAK shall keep the minutes of the monthly 
and executive sessions of the Academy ia a seperate book ; serve all 
executive notices ; keep and affix the Seal of the Academy to all 
documents requiring authentication. He shall also report to the 
Recording Secretary, for permanent record, the Donations received, 
■Soientific papers read, and Seieutifie discussions had, at the monthly 
meetings.

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Sec. 6. — The Tbeasdrer shall keep an accurate account of the 
receipts and espenditures of the Academy and of the dues of each 
Fellow, and shall make a report of the state of the treasury, quarterly, 
or oftener, if recitiired by the Academy. He shall also furnish the 
Registrar with a list of the qualified voters preyious to each election. 

Before entering upon his duties the Treasarer elect shall furnish to 
the President a Bond, nifh good and solvent securities (either 
personal, or secured by mortgage at the expense of the Academy;) 
the amount of which shall be equal to the moneys of the Academy 
likely to come into his hands the ensuing current year : conditioned 
upon the faithful performance of his duty. Should tlie necessity arise 
during the current year, from donations of money, or otherwise', the 
Treasurer may be required, under pain of losing the office, to give 
additional Bonds ; bo that the funds of the Academy in his keeping 
may at all times be secured, as contemplated. 

Sec. 7. — The Libearias shall take charge of the Library and 
perform the duties usual to a Librarian. 

Sec. 8. — The CURATOne shall take charge of all apparatus and all 
real and personal property belonging to the Academy, and make all 
pnrchasea authorized by the same, unless otherwise provided ; they 
shall also attend to the renting and furnishing of rooms or buildings 
for the use of the Academy. 

Sec. 9.— The President and Eegistkah stall constitute a standing 

Committee to audit, semi-annually, the accounts and condition of the 

treasury, and report thereon to the Academy. 

ARTICLE m. 

SClENTIFlt! SECTIONS. 

SkctioS 1. — i"or the purposes of Classification, and for facilitating 
the advancement of Science, the Academy shall be divided into the 
following Scientific sections, via : 

1. Natpkal History of AmMALS. 

2. Botany. 

8, Geoi.oqy and Mineralogy. 

4. Chemistry and Natural pHltoaoper. 

5. Astronomy and Mathematics, 

6. ANTiQtTARiAN Researches and ETHsOLOGtY. 

7. History and Biography. 

8. Philology. 

9. Medicine and Physiology. 

10. Geoseaphy, Statistics and Meteobology. 

11. Psychology and Esthetics. 

12. Xghicultueb. 

13. Jurisprudence and Political Economy. 
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Other Sections may be added when deemed necessary by the 
Academy. 

Sec. 2.— Each Scientific section ahall be under the supervision of a 
Committee of ftt least three ; the number to be incve^ed aa the labors 
of the aeotioa may require. The Chairmen of the several Committees 
shall be elected annuaily and shall constitute a Board of Publication. 

Sec. 3. — It shall be the duty of the several Committees of Sections 
to take charge of all papers after their presentation to the Academy, 
and report them (» the Board of Publication. 

ARTICLE IV. 

ItLEBTINCiH. 

Sectioh 1.— The Academy shall meet every Monday evening at 7i 
o'clock from April to September inclusive ; and at 6i o'clock during 
the cest of the year. Regular monthly meetings shall be on the first 
Monday of each month. 

Sec. 3 — On request of five Fellows the President shall call a 
special executive meeting ; and on request of three Fellows, a special 
scientific meeting. 

Sec. 3 — At special meetings, no business shall be "in order" 
except that for which the meeting was called. 
A11TICI.E V. 



Sectioh 1. — The ballot for membership shall be with white and 
blaok balls; two black bails always rejecting the candidate. If a 
single black ball be cast, the ballot shall be repeated, and if a blaok 
one still appear, the election shall be suspended until the next regular 
monthly meeting, when a third ballot shall be taken, and if no more 
fian one blaok ball still appear, the candidate shall be declared duly 
elected. 

Skc. 2 — Every Fellow on being admitted ahall sign the Constitution 
and By-Laws, in a book kept for that purpose ; thereby agreeing to 
support and abide by the same. 

Sec. 3. — -Any Fellow failing for twelve months to pay bis dues, 
shall, after one month's notice from the Treasurer, ipsa facto cease to 
be a member. 

Sec. 4.^In case of charges of gross misconduct agairist any 
member of the Academy, the President and the two Vice Presidents 
sliall constitute the Committee of Investigation to report upon the 
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ETJi.ES oe OUtJF.a. 



Sec. 5. — Every member of the Aoadeniy shall be considered as 
haTiDg pledged his honor uot to divulge any of the transactions of 
the Academy while ia ts:eeutwe session. 

Sec- 6. — Any gentleman, duly notified of his election as a Fellow of 
this Academy, who shall fail to subacribe the Constitution within three 
months, (unless absent from tte city during the whole time,) and any 
gentleman notified of tia election as an Honorary Member, or as a Cor- 
respoadiag Member, wlio shalZ foil to signify his acceptance within sis 
months, shall be considered as having declined membersMp- 

DipJoraaa shall be furnished to those Corresponding Members wlio 
may desire them, on the receipt of Five Dollars.

Sec. 4 No Fellow shall occupy more than one hour in reading any 

paper except by permission of the Academy. 

Sec. 5.- — Public sittings of the Academy may be held at ench times 
and places as the Fellows may determine : the object of such sittings 
being the delivery of lectures on Scientific subjects. 

Sec. 6.- — Strangers, or residents of the city may, by special inrita- 
tion of any Fellow, attend the ScienHJlc meetings of the Academy ; 
but further than this, such meeticgs shall not be considered public. 
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
